Carlsson does not teach wherein upon booting from a removable medium, a 
computer is a dedicated certificate authority that executes only operations related 
to the certificate generation, wherein remote operation is prevented. 

Freeman US 6,308,266 teaches a certificate authority that may be dedicated, (Col 
4 Hnes 55-60). 

Freeman does not teach upon booting from a removable medium the computer 
certificate authority that executes only operations related to the certificate 
generation session, wherein remote operation is prevented.
